Heavy forces of mobile guards and 
police were ordered to prevent any 
demonstrations at the arc, which has 
been a recent rallying point for na- 
tionalists.

Robert Wadlow, a shy, bespectacled 
youth now 18 years old, tonight be- 
came—according to available records 
—the tallest man in scientifically re- 
corded history. 

From a staunch base of size 35 
shoes he now soars upward to a tow- 
ering 8 feet, 5 inches, a gain of one 
inch in six months. And despite the 
intense heat he has put on an addi- 
tional 35 pounds, bringing his weight 
to 425. 

Sitting in a huge, specially-built 
porch chair, the back of which reaches 
upward nearly six feet, Robert ex- 
plained that since his 18th birthday he 
has been steadily growing, both up 
and out. He reached that age Feb- 
ruary 22, this year. At that time he 
was § feet 4 inches tall and weighed 
390 pounds. 

Robert talks in a rather high- 
pitched voice. , He is a bit bashful 
among strangers and is inclined to dis- 
like publicity. He confides that he 
doesn’t like being “gawked at.” 

When the heat gets the best of him 
he likes to dive into a swimming hole 
and immerse his lengthy frame. His 
father, a keen, grey-eyed engineer, 
who is of normal size, explained that 
Robert is quite an adept swimmer de- 
spite his ponderous bulk. 

Robert is less interested in being 
the tallest man in the world than he 
is in his ambition of becoming a law- 
yer. For several years he has been 
studying law at Shurtleff College, in 
Alton, and expects to enter either 
Washington University or a college in 
Texas this fall.

Girl Found Near Death, ‘Carved;’ 


Police Seek Luciano Gangster 


Initials “C. L.” Cut Into Woman’s Abdomen by Attacker 
Who Bound Her With Twine and Left Her to 
Die in Gas-F illed Room. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—(UP) 
An overturned telephone saved the 
life of 21-year-old Jean Costello today 
and sent police on the trail of the 
tortuzer who beat and bound her, leav- 
ing her to die in her gas-filled apart- 
ment with the initials “C. L.” carved 
on her body. 

Washington authorities immediately 
turned to New York law for help, upon 
learning from the bronze-haired girl 
that she had been hounded by mem- 
bers of the vice ring led by .Charles 
“Lucky” Luciano. She said she had 
once been a Luciano “employe” and 
later was a witness against him. 

Police quickly noted that the tor- 
turer’s “calling card,” cut into the 
girl’s thighs, were the initials of Lu- 
ciano’s name. And upom the girl's 
abdomen, in letters four inches high, 
a chiselled the cryptic. numbers 
“eé Sy Ay P 
These, police decided, stood for the 
third and twelfth letters in the alpha-

Miss Costello, alias Margaret Bell, 
alias Jean Arnold, was said to be re- 
covering tonight. She was taken to 
emergency hospital early this morn- 
ing after her screams over an over- 
turned .phone brought police. 

But when authorities heard her 
story, they removed her to the police 
women’s bureau, where her lii> could 
be guarded from further attack. here, 
she repeated her gruesome tale four two 
New York detectives tonight, naming 
the “fingerman” in the gangland 
vengeance attempt.

Miss Costello said she entered New 
York’s white slave ring at the age of 
16 and was one of “Luciano’s girls” 
when his $12,000,000 prostitution 
syndicate began to totter under at- 
tacks -from Thomas E. Dewey, Man- 
hattan’s special rackets prosecutor. 

She told local police she was one 
of 80 girls gathered by Dewey to tes- 
tify against the vice overlord, but, 
although her story helped the prose- 
cutor build up his case, she was never 
called on to take the witness stand. 

As a result of the trial, Luciano, 
known as “Lucky” since the time he 
came back alive from a gangland ride 
with his throat slit open, was sent 
two months ago to Sing Sing prison 
for a 30-to-50-year term. 

His lawyers have announced they 


in an affidavit that’ Dewey had 
“framed” the vice. chief. 
fled to Washington two weeks ago.

With the former all-cotton pro- 
gram of farming apparently forever 
laid on the shelf, Georgia farmers 
are developing diversified farming 
activities in a manner that is grati- 
fying to these who look forward 


to the time when the state will be 
self-sustaining in the matter of pro- 


duction of food and feedstuffs, and 
economically one of the foremost 
States in the union. 

In making his annual report Harry 
L. Brown, director of the state ag- 
ricultural extension service, states 
that since 1929 farmers have in- 
creased the acreage planted to food 
and feed crops more than 1,700,000 
acres, making possible more bal- 
anced farming, improvements of the 
soil, and more feed for raising live 
stock and living at home, 

With a county agent in every 
county of the state and home dem- 
ofstration agents in 82 counties, 
Mr. Brown reports results of dem- 
onstrations showing better farm and 
home practices and of adjustment 
and emergency activities. He re- 
ports rapid advancement in the pro- 
duction of live stock, food and feed 
crops, community canning plants in 
practically every county of the 
state, a big increase in the number 
of one-variety cotton communities 
and organization during the year 
of soil conservation § associations 
owning power terracing equipment 
35 counties. 

County agents conducted some 
8,000 demonstrations with farmers 
in growing legumes, winter 
cfops, and a 2,000 per cent increase 
was made in the planting of crim- 
son clover. Farmers reporting 
from 90 counties disclosed the pur- 
chase of 339 pure-bred bulls, 42 
pure-bred rams and 254 high-grade 
beef heifers, while new herds 
of registered cattle were established 
during the year and 150 pure-bred

dairy bulls replaced scrubs at the’ 


head of dairy herds in the state. 

Last year more than $600,000 
worth of farm products were sold at 
curb markets and roadside stands. 
The 54,976 boys and girls in the 
4-H Clubs produced over $1,836,- 
000 worth of produce in their gar- 
dens and other demonstrations. The 
4.800 bovs who grew corn averaged 
26 bushels to the acre, more than 
twice the average for the state as 
a whole, and the boys who grew 
cotton averaged 1,178 pounds to 
the acre, compared with the state 
farm average of 665 

The up-to-date farmers of Geor- 
gia have caught the inspiration of 
a well-balanced farm program and 
are following the live-at-home plan, 
with a small surplus of each com- 
modity that may be sold for cash 
almost the year round. By this 
thethod what cotton they raise is 
4 real cash crop, bringing money 
that may be used in the purchase 
of those commodities which cannot 
be produced on their own farms.

An Evening That 
Shook the World. 


It was quite by accident that John 
Farel, the pastor of the all com- 
munity of Huguenot exiles in Geneva, 
learned on the afternoon of July 6, 
1536, that “a man named Calvin” 
had that very morning arrived by the 
postchaise from Lyon and had taken 
up his abode in the Golden Lion inn. 
Protestant churches in Holland, Scot- 
land, Switzerland and America are 
commemorating these days the 400th 
anniversary of a series of events 
which followed in the wake of the 
conversation which took place _be- 
tween Farel and Calvin that very 
evening. Calvin was on his way to 
Basel, where he p]. -ued to revise and 


augment his already famous _ book, 
“About the Institution of the Chris- 
tian Religion,’ -when Farel invited 
him to remain in Genc.a for “a work 
of Christian clarification and solidi- 
fication.’’ Calvin refused outright and 
turned a deaf ear to the pleas and 
argumente of his colleague and coun- 
tryman. The clock of St. 
cathedral struck the hour of two in 
the morning, when Farel, from whose 
face streamed the _ perspiration, at 
last turned to go. “I require still- 
ness and tranquillity for my work, 
that is why I have chosen Basel,” said 
Calvin. 

At these words Farel turned upon 
him fiercely and said: ‘““May God dis- 
turb and damn the stillness of your 
study,” and, slamming the door, went 
out. 

“Left alone,” Calvin reports in one 
of his letters, “I felt frightened and 
sick. . . . But before morning I had 
recognized the hand of God.” A 
week later he had begun his Bible 
readings in that chapel on the door 
of which an inscription says to this 
day that John Knox, “honorary bur- 
gess of Geneva,’ also preached there 
for two years. 

Under Calvin’s guidance began a re- 
ligious experiment in Geneva which 

as influenced the course of Euro- 
pean history as much as Luther's re- 
volt in Germany. But whereas Lu- 
ther, in his own words, was “like a 
horse which knoweth not where its 
master leadeth,” 
what he wanted. No Protestant has 
so clearly and in so masterly a fash- 
ion set forth the content of the Chris- 
tian faith, the relationship of God 
and man and the task of the church. 
The underlying principle of Protes- 
tantiem, which is freedom, established 
by Calvin in Geneva, is also respon-

at last, the boxing 
writers have oy on a name for the 
big, big man, Old Satch. 

There is a warm note of endear- 
ment in the name Old Satch. It says 
that he has worn well with a severely 
critical group of realists and that in 
spite of many points of disagreement 
on professional matters they respect 
him as a man and wish him well. The 
name is an abbreviation of Satchel- 
foot, which was hit upon the day 
Primo’s proprietors unloaded him in 
New York and moved him into a hotel 
suite where it was reported that, for 
his first course at dinner, he had the 
bathtub filled with soup and sucked 
it up through a firehose from the hall. 
It was Jackie Farrell who called him 
Satchelfoot. Jackie Farrell, who was 
so little that he could swim it .e chan- 
nel in a teacup and keep house in a 
plug hat. 

Primo’s proprietors encouraged cir- 
cus publicity. There have been men 
in the prizefight business taller than 
his six feet five inches, so they gave 
his height as six foot, seven, and hired 
an architect to construct shoes for 
him of a special design which were 
stuffed with engine waste up to the 
toes. They sat upon his head a ri- 
diculous green beret and got him a 
pair of trunks with a wild boar em- 
broidered on the left leg. Primo had 
prominent teeth, which, when he 
bared them in his fighting snarl, re- 
sembled the jagged edges of a broken 
wash basin from an_ old-fashioned 
pitcher-and-bow] hotel.

tusks and Primo’s 
teeth and, in fact there was, if you let 
your imagination go, except that 
Primo’s fighting snarl was always 
something more on the order of a 
happy grin. It «as Primo himself, 
who queered the idea when a boxing 
writer one day mentioned the wild 
boar as his model in strife and Primo 
said, “Wild boar? I got no wild 
boar! Oh, you mean da leetla peeg?’ 

Primo’s debut was a professional 
success but was socially inauspicious. 
It was bad enough that there suddenly 
appeared among his board of directors 
several of the most notorious boot- 
leggers and racketeers in New York, 
but it was no reassurance to those 
who cherish the ideals of pugilism 
when he came bouncing down the aisle 
to the ring for his first American ap- 
pearance closely attended by Jack 
Johnson and Honest Abe Attell. Jack 
Johnson was in disrepute if only be- 
cause he had authored a book claim- 
ing he had quit to Jess Willard for a 
bribe. Mr. Attell was known as Hon- 
est Abe in ironic reference to his part 
in the faking of the World Series of 
1919. 

Primo spoke only a few words of 
English and his knowledge of the 
American underworld was only the 
vaguest hearsay. He put himself in 
the hands of his proprietors with the 
honest innocence of a stranger in the 
strangest circle of a strange land and 
from that time on he was judged, 
most unfairly, as it turned out, by the 
company he kept. Nevertheless, his 
career, next to Dempsey’s, has been 
the most fascinating fiction serial that 
any pugilist ever lived and, for writ- 
ing purposes he has been the most 
useful fighter of them all. It may 
even be, and I am inclined to believe 
it is true, that Primo had no knowl- 
edge of the quality of the derelict 
fighters he was belting out of the ring 
in his great, conquering sweep. across 
the United States and back, or of any 
business arrangements between his 
board of directors and certain parties 
of the second part. The boxing writers 
knew, however, and because Satchel- 
foot was so closely held and pretend- 
ed not to understand English even 
after he had learned to speak quite 
well, -the journalists continued to re- 
gard him as a great imposter. 


I Was one who rated him 
rather high, reckoning 


Against 
Godfrey that he always could 
lick most of the men he 


did lick even under strict competitive 
conditions. I didn’t think he could 
lick old George Godfrey, the colored 
waif who had such a hard time mak- 
ing Old Satch look good one night in 
Philadelphia and finally had to foul 
him to lose. But, regarding Jack 
Sharkey as an incurable quitter, e . 
preferred to disregard ringside gossip 
and to conclude that Sharkey just quit 
for lack of courage the night Old 
Satch beat him for the title with an 
unimportant pop on the mouth, 

But it was outside the ring that 
Old Satch out-gentlemanned his class. 
Once I received a letter from an Amer- 
‘can scholar who knew nothing about 
the prizefight racket, but had crossed 
the Atlantic on the same boat with 
Old Satch and discovered in the ig- 
norant giant who had scarcely seen 
the inside of a school a surprisingly 
fine champion. Primo could discuss 
art and history, he could speak French 
and English beside his own language 
and his courtesy made bums of gentle- 
man and ladies on board who certainly 
were not underprivileged. 

His love-letters to Emilia _Tersini, 
the London waitress, who nailed him 
in the courts for breach of promise, 
were really poetic and scemed to be 
genuine home-brew. 

As to Old Satch’s present claim that 
he is almost broke after drawing three 
million dollars at the gate, 1 am a 
little skeptical. He has been robbed 
by racketeers and chiseled by shysters, 
and it would be unwise of him to ad- 
mit he has a dollar if he has. I hope 
he has. 

Now he is through and going home 
and I hope Mussolini will understand 
that the title of heavyweight champion 
of the world would bring less honor 
toe Italy than the name, so eloquent 
of respect and friendship, Old Satch,

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IN LABOR-MINE. FIGHT 


Loss of $10,000 to A. F. of 
L. Seen If Group Is 
Suspended. 


WASHINGTON, July+-12.—(?)— 
Varying reports on the possibility of 
a split in the American Federation of 
Labor Tuesday were heard tonight 
after a week-end of informal confer- 
ences’ among federation leaders. 

The federation’s executive council 
is slated to vote Tuesday on a motion 
to suspend the United Mine Workers 
and 11 other unions affiliated with 
the committee for industrial organiza- 


tion. z 
Although 16 of the council’s 1% 
members are out of sympathy with 
the committee’s aim—to organize all 
the workers in each big industry into 
one big union—a minority thinks it 
would have an adverse result on the 
American labor movement to oust the 
committee members and the 1,000,000 
workers under them. 

These minority members, led by 
George M. Harrison, president of the 
Railway Clerks, faced bitter personal 
feeling as a difference of opinion on 
the fundamental issue when they tried 
to win a stay in suspension. 

William Hutcheson, president of the 
powerful Carpenters’ Union, was said 
to insist that the miners be suspend- 
ed. John L. Lewis, president of the 
mine workers, knocked Hutcheson 
down at the last A. F. of L. conven- 
tion after heated debate on a motion 
to keep the craft unions out of the 
mass production industries. 

Arthur Wharton, president of the 
machinists, also was said to be a 
leader among the majority favoring 
'suspension. Animosity between Whar- 
‘ton and Lewis has developed from the 
'three-year fight over industrial union- 
‘ism. 

Some observers continued to con- 
tend, however, that the majority would 
be won over to a policy of delay be- 
fore the vote was taken. Not only the 
loss of members but the loss of more 
than $10,000 a month income to the 
federation would figure in the de- 
cision, they said. 

Others were equally certain the 
Harrison group's peace efforts would 
fail. Feeling ran too high to permit 
delay, they contended. 

Harrison expressed himself as 
“still hopeful,’ and William Green, 
federation president, joined in that 
expression.

On it, Mayor Voght 
said, was found “positive evidence” 
identifying it as that of Charles Phil- 
libs Sr., a Concordia parish WPA 
worker.

WASHINGTON, 
Looking to an intensified drive against 
trusts and combinations in restraint 
of trade the Justice Department has 
set up a s>ecial “general staff” to 
direct investigations into alleged vio- 
lations of federal anti-trust laws. 

John Dickinson, assistant attorney 
general in charge of the anti-trust 
division, said today he had formed 
the nucleus of his special staff to 
map out the Justice Department's ac- 
tivities. 

“Our purpose in organizing a spe 
cial staff of analysts to study al- 
leged violations of the anti-trust laws, ’ 
Dickinson said, “is to systematize and 
speed up investigations which will de- 
termine whether or not action is [0 
be taken against alleged trusts.” 

“The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion has co-operated fully with us in 
the past and will continue to do so.

made to the department, and guide 
the FBI men in whatever investiga- 
tions are considered necessary.” . 


The principal activities of the anfi- 
trust division are in the enforcement 
of the Sherman and Clayton anti-trust 
acts and other statutes involving ai- 
leged unfair practices, combinations 
in restraint of trade and monopolies. 

During 1934—when alleged NRA 
violations boosted the total—nearty 
1,500 complaints were received ay 
the Justice Department. During the 
last year more than 330 complaints 
have been received.

WHAT WAS HFS FATE? 


Sir Hector MacDonald “Fighting 
Mac,” was a generation ago the idol 
of the British soldiers in the Sudan. 
He was one of Britain’s future mili- 
tary heroes who arose from the ranks 
and the humbler walks of life. The’ 
son of a Scotch day laborer, he be- | 
gan life as a barefoot plowboy, later | 
becoming a salesman in @ country 
store. Almost from the cradle he want-| 
ed to be a soldier, and when a small | 
lad a retired veteran of his native! 
' Village taught him the rudiments of 
‘Military tactics. 

t As soon as he was old enough he | 
enlisted as a private in the famous'| 
| Gordon Highlanders and until he was| 
| 20 carried the musket of a private | 
| soldier. Opportunity knocked first at | 
| bis door during the Afghan campaign | 
‘in 1879. Being with a smal] body of | 
/men who found themselves ambushed | 
by 2,000 blood-thirsty natives, Mac-

donald took command of his comrades 
and led them in a brilliant bayonet 
charge that drove off the enemy. 

As this charge not only saved Mac- 
donald’s little band but exposed a plot 
to annihilate Lord’ Roberts and his 
staff, that general offered “Fighting 
Mac” in return for his bravery a 
choice of a. commissioned officer's 
Straps or the prized Victoria Cross. 
Macdonald chose the officer’s commis- 
sion. He now piled success upon 3uc- 
cess. During the Sudan campaign, 
while only a colonel, he showed dis- 
tinguished bravery by thwarting a 
dervish charge upon the British flank 


-—an action which prevented a serious} 


defeat. His successes were repeated 
during the Boer war, and as a reward 
or a long catalog of victories and 
brilliant charges he was both knighted 
and elevated to rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. 

_ These successes, of course, provoked 
jealousy and envy, added to which was 
the prejudice always felt by British 
officers for comrades who “smell of 
the barracks.” It is said that Mac- 


donald forfeited true happiness when 


'he left the ranks and became an offi-

Whether he committed suicide or 
disappeared, Macdonald ran from the 
bugaboo that oppressed him and took 
his desperate step with a clean con- 
science.
